But in the year 4(> IU C.. on one side of 
the Rubicon lay the continuance of Roman con­ 
stitutional governm ent; on tile other, Caesar­ 
ian. The crossing of the small stream seemed 
physically of little account, but iii the end it 
closed the era of republican Rome. 
W ithin a year, the Sudan law which pro­ 
hibited re election of a C onsul until IO years 
had elapsed since his previous Consulate, was 
abrogated, and Caesar was given the right to 
seek- the office for five years in succession. 
In 
46 he was made dictator for IO years, though 
Roman law provided that dictators must lay 
down their office in six months. In 44 Caesar 
was made dictator for life. A nd Caesar’s heir 
succeeded to the principate. 
Caesar had broken with the Roman tra­ 
dition, and had declined to become a private 
citizen when his term of office expired.
